Mr. Frank Peer Ithaca, Y., who for many years has been closely as- 
sociated with the advancement pure live stock interests, presents THE 
AMERICAN GUERNSEY the PEER CHALLENGE CUP, used 
further the art science breeding Guernseys. 


First—This Cup offered annually such exhibitions the Executive 
awarded only when the progeny two more bulls shown competition. 


Second—Bulls and their progeny compete for this trophy must duly 
registered the Herd Register AMERICAN GUERNSEY The 
progeny shall consist four animals, three which must females, and least 
one milk. 


Third—The exhibitor the winning progeny shall become the holder the 
Cup for year; but shall return the Cup the office THE AMERICAN 
demand, not less than ten days prior the date named for 
any succeeding exhibition. 

Fourth—The trophy shall not awarded the same progeny any bull 
more than once, but may awarded different progeny the same bull any 
succeeding exhibition.

ONDERFULLY interesting 

the Chippewa Valley Wis- 

consin. its southerly course 
toward the Mississippi, the Chippewa River sweeps along 
through forests and clearing, through wild woods and peace- 
ful farmsteads. Here floats along like the most innocent 
all streams, and there rushes over dangerous rapids, and 
again heaves and tugs great dams that have harnessed 
its mighty strength for the use man. 

Throughout this valley, which roughly comprises the coun- 
ties Chippewa, Eau Dunn and Pepim, although 
others are concerned lesser extent, are numerous herds 
grade and pure bred Guernseys. probably exagger- 
ation state that the Chippewa Valley the Guernsey has 
been found especially suitable for the farm and market condi- 
tions there, and that therefore the Guernsey has justly taken 
its place the ranking datry breed.
